The New York Public of May 18, 


1876, published elaborate tables of 
the wholesale prices in New York 
City of the principal articles of com- 
merce, foreign and domestic, as they 
stood on tbe 1st day of May in vari- 
ous years, and covering all the years 
from 1872 to 1876, both inclusive. 
As that city is the chief center of the 
import and export trade of toe United 
States, and as communication with it 
from all parts of the country is un- 
surpassed in cheapness and conve- 
nience, the wholesale prices of any 
locality must substantially corres- 
pond with those of New York. As is 
well known, there is ft diversity of 
opinions as to the true mode of de- 
ducting the average of prices from 
tables of prices of a large number of 
articles at any one period so as to 
equalize surrounding conditions and 
make a satisfactory comparison with 
the average of prices of some other 
period. 


The method actually adopted by 


The Public was to take quantities ol 
different articles, proportioned to the 
relative quantities produced or pur 
chased in this country, and to com- 
pare the aggregate cost of such qunn 
tities in different years, the quanti 
tics calculated of course being exact- 
ly the same in each of the years com 
pared. This method of deducing an 
average of prices has the indorse- 
ment of recognized authorities .n this 
country and iu Europe. 
The tables 


furnished by The Public show thai 


and coffee are, however, all down,

rather than fallen in its exchangeable- 
value. 
As the wholesale prices of articles of 
commerce iu all gold standard coun- 
tries ris» aud fall in substantial cor- 
respondence with their lise and fall 
in Great Britain, it is thus conclu- 
sively established that the purchas- 
ing power of gold over commodities 
generally bus increased in a very 
much greater ratio since 1872 tbat) 
it has over silver bullion.

As a proof and illustration of ttiis is 
the fact, stated by the Monilevr des 
intents materials of Brussels, the higli - 
cst authority on snch subjects, that 
tho total new investments in all Eu- 
ope in industrial undertakings, in- 
:)nding railroads, during the year 
1877 was §330,000,000, of which 
.•«85,OCO.OOO was invested in France 
alone. Ana even in France there 
are DOW unmistakable premonitions 
of approaching stagnation iu trade 
trade and industry, caused doubtless 
by the unwise suspension for a year 
and n half of tbe coinage of silver. 
The invasion of "bard times," wliicb 
has scarcely yet reached tho shores 
of France, can be successfully met 
and resisted only by a return without 
reserve to it", old policy oj unro- 
stricted coinage of silver. 


It is a proposition which cannot 


be overthrown by facts and figures, 
that the fall ia silver relatively to 
gold since 1872 lias never been as 
great as has been Ihe fall in the gold 
uriee of commodities except on one 
single day, July 8, 1870, which was 
a Black Friday in the London silver 
market, when in Ihe language of a 
circular issued by Pixlcy & Abel), 
London bullion brokers, there was 
an "exceptional sile at 46?^ pence" 
in gold per ounce. 
The general 


range of the reoent so-called di pre- 
ciation of silver ns measured in gold 
has been about 10 per cent., whereas 
the gold prices of tho general range 
of commodities hux fallen at leant 20 
per cent. 
Unless tho facts cited ns 


to the condition of the markets can 
be overthrown, the conclusion can- 
not be avoided that the real vaiua of 
silver, which is measured by i'.s pur- 
chasing or exchangeable power, in- 
stead of having. fallen bus tn a very 
considerable degree risen within the

A. A. Low, a leading merchant of 
Hew York, engaged in the China 
trade, testified before the United 
States monetary commission, to the 
lact, which is otherwise well estab- 
lished, that since 1872-73 there has 
been a full in the silver price of tea, 
the principal export of China. 
It is 


trne that during n portion of that 
time there was a rite in tha silver 
price of raw silk, a less important 
bnt Mill not unimportant article of 
export from China. 
The rise, how- 


ever, 13 well known to be attributable 
to tlio failure of the silk crop of Italy 
and France. Silk bus since then very 
materially fallen in price, and its 
tendency is still downward!. As to 
imports in China from Europe, their 
prices have necessarily fallen in the 
same proportion as in India. In 
those two markets having the same 
money standard there mast always 
be a substantial correspondence in 
tho prices of ttiu same articles. 


In respect to tuo silver prices of 


the exports of India, the United 
States monetary commission quote 
from » letter (New York Evening 
Foil, October 20, 1S7G) from J. S. 
Mooro. who had long been engaged 
in tue India (rude and who IMS never 
ceased to take an intercut in its con- 
dition, and who has carefully ob- 
served and collated tho facts relating 
it. In this letter Mr, Mooro states, 
among other tilings: 


"Indian productions are at pres- 


ent at their lowest ebb as compared 
diring fifteen years." 


The monctaiy commission also note1 


the fuel that at a meeting in London 
in September, 1S7G, of the stock 
holders in the Oriental Bank, whosn 
principal business connection is \\itli 
the India trade, the president said 
tbut with few exceptions India pro 
ducts were so low that even a gen- 
eral war could not make them \iorsu. 
The commission also quote the fol- 
lowing as the summary of tho conclu- 
sions announced by the governor and 
council of ludia in u minute adopt- 
ed September 22, 187(1, on tho sub 
j^ct of silver, and as an answer to 
the petition of the Bombay Chamber 
of Commerce that the coinage of ilie 
silver rapes should be limited: 


1'iret. Gold has n^on in value since 


March, 177,5, and especially pince 
tost December. 


Second. It is not sliown that sil- 


ver has fallen in vulne, i. e. as com- 
pared with commodities in gc-nerjl, 
either in London or in India during 
the same period. 


Neaily every leading journal Snnn 


cial and otherwise, indorsed with 
scarcely any reservation the reason- 
ing anil conclusions of tho governor 
and council. 


The full text of the minute of Sep- 


tember '22, 1870, has now been re- 
ceived 
together with a note ad- 


dressed by the Governor general to 
the home government bearing date 
of the 'Jth of February, 1877. From j 
the full text of this minute I extract! 
the following: 


"The recent change in the ialuo 


of silver measur d in gold may b- 
dne to changes of one tnuUl or the 
other,, or both of them. IJjforo a 
fit remedy can be applied it id us- 
Bential to ascertain exactly what has 
happened, whether gold has risen or 
silver fallen, and how much the 
•valne of either metal has changed. 
It cannot be assumed without deci- 
sive proof that the divergence of the 
two metaU is duo wholly or even 
o'jiefly to the fall in the value of 
silver. 


Tha long continuous equilibrium 


between the value of gold and that 
of silver is duo to the two metal1- 
having ' shared, 
without 
material 


change of conditions, the only great 
field for the employment of' either of 
them. i. e. the supplv of legal-tender 
mehillie money. Thh equilibrium 
has been disturbed by the rapid su 
peri'essiou of silver by gold in Eu- 
rope and America as the standard of 
value, and, therefore, as the material 
/or legal-tender 
metallic 
money. 


This snpercession is calculated a 
jn-iori to raise tho value of gold no 
les-> than to lower the value of silver. 


'The prices of commodities and 


precious metals in London and In- 
dia witness to a considerable rise in 
the value of gold since March, 1873, 
and especially since December, 1S75, 
and do not show any fall in the 
value of silver measu §ed iu commo- 
dities other than gold. 


On the 2.1 of February, 1877, the 


governor of India telegraphed to the 
home government aa follows: 


"Prices in India do not as yet show 


»n'y fall in the value of silver." 


And on the 9th of February, 1877, 


as already stated, the governor ad- 
dressed a note to the home govern- 
ment on the same subject. This uote 
is accompanied by tables of the 
prices in silver in Bombay and Cal- 
ontta, of the leading articles both ol 
import and export, covering the en- 
tire year 1873 and coming donn to 
February, 1877. 
Upon these tables 


he observes in respect to imports 
"that the silver prices of imported 
goods in India have not risen, and 
the circumstances would appear to 
have been unfavorable to importeis." 
And in respect to exports he observe* 
tl/nt "upon the whole these tables do 
rot appear to indicate auy decrease 
ia the vilue of silver." 


Of the import's at Calcutta the only 


article which, shows a rise of price is 


spelter, (zinc;) to that article are 
added in the Bombay tables Chinese 
silk and coffees fro,n Mocha and 
Malabar. The fall in the prices in 
imports at both citiea has been gen- 
eral, and in the leading articles it 
has been great between 1873 and the 
beginning of 1877. 
Thus in gray 


shirtings it is 15 per cent, at Bombay 
and 18 per cent, in Calcutta, and in 
iron it is about double this.
